For a matter of: hours the | driver 
worked on the balky engine, but he 
failed to arouse the spark of life. The 
passengers grew impatient—and also 
the stricken man. Suddenly, to the 
intense surprise of the others, he 
hoisted himself out of the car,  de- 
claring “I guess I won't have that op- 
eration after all. I’m going home.’ 

In another minute he was walking 
sturdily back along the trail,’ steadily 
refusing to pay any attention to the 
protests and entreaties of his com- 
panions who momentarily expected 
to see him pitch forward dead. “I’m 
going home,” was all hoe said—and 
home he went.

GERMANY TO PAY 
32,000,000 MARKS 


Paris, July 12—The German repre- 
sentatives today submitted to the re- 
parationgs commission a, formal note 
requesting a moratorium on repara- 
tion payments for the remainder. of 
the present year. The note © stated 
that the 32,000,000 gold marks due on 
Saturday were available if the com- 
mission insisted upon this payment, 
but recommended that it also be waiv- 
ed, The German request did not spec- 
ify an extension of the moratorium 
throughout the next two years, as 
had been foiecast in some quarters, 
but urged the commission to consider 
Germany's condition and make pub- 
lic as soon as possible a complete plan 
for her relief. 

The commission will hold a special 
meeting, probably this afternoon, to 
discuss the German note, the text of 
which will not be published until the 
commission hag had time to consider 
it. 


The commission meantime hag in- 
structed the allied committee on guar- 
antees to hasten its report, either 
sending it from, Berlin ag soon as 
possible, or returning to submit its 
findings: to the commission here, 


The reparations commission decid- 
ed yesterday to relieve the German 
financlal crisis to the extent of re- 
ducing the monthly instaiment of 50,- 
000,000 gold marks, due next Saturday 
on the schedule of payments, to 32,- 
000,000 gold marks. Germany. had 
whole amount, but .the commission 
announced her willingness to pay the 
ruled that in view of the crisis the 
smaller figure was all that would be 
required. 

Credit tothe amount of 18,000,000 
gold marks was given Germany on her 
reparations account for deliveries of 
dyestuffs, made during the last few 
months, to the Textile Alliance of 
America for all the allies, and aiso 
for deliveries of coal which had been 
made to Luxemburg at the request of 
the allied governments. These cre- 
dits were due Germany for some time 
and. the officials thought the time 
Wag now opportune to allow them, in 
view of the German difficulties. 

The members of the reparations 
commission spent all day discussing 
the German crisis. Dr, Fischer and 
Herr Schroeder conferred with the 
members yesterday morning and had 
another talk with M. Dubois, presi- 
dent of the commission, in the course 
of which the German representatives 
reiterated their country's inability to 
meet cash payments after July,

|ALBERTA WHEAT 


ACREAGE BIGGER 
THAN LAST YEAR 


Revised figures of the crop acreage 
in Alberta have just been received by 
the provincial publicity ‘department 
from Ottawa. They give the following 
areas for. the main grain and root 
crops: 

Wheat, 5,232,000 acres; oats, 2,832,- 
000; barley, 523,000; rye, 280,000; 
peas, 24,000; mixed grains, 10,000; 
flax, 25,000; hay, 450,000; alfalfa, 30,- 
000; potatoes, 49,000. 

The increase in wheat acreage, ac- 
cording to these figures, is four per 
cent. over last year’s acreage, and 
rye has increased 26 per cent. Mixed 
grains also show a gain of two per 
cent, All the other crops have de- 
creased as compared with the 1921 
figures oats having fallen off three 
‘per cent., barley eight per cent., and 
flax twelve per cent, The acreage 
in potatoes shows a decrease of four 
per cent. 

_The estimates thus made are based 
upon individual farmers’ returns, 
which are sent to the department of 
agriculture at Edmonton and then 
forwarded to Ottawa for compilation 
by the dominion statistical bureau, 
It is expected to secure in this way a 
full and accurate report of the total 
farm acreage in all the provinces,

MONUMENT ERCCTED TO MAN 


AFTER WHOM PLAINS OF 
ABRAT AM WERE 
NAMED, 


For over three hundred yeats the 


St. Lawrence River has been the 
great Waterway into the interior of 
the American Continent. It was the 
route by which La Salle, Marquette, 
doliette, [:znnepin and Dul'hut pene- 
trated to Lake Michivan, although a 
round about passage had to be taken 
up the Ottawa and Mattawa Rivers 
over’ Lake Nipissing into Lake 
Huron to avoid the hostile Indians 
below Lake Erie. For ocean going 
, travel to-day the chief norts are 
Montreal and Quebec, and these 
por’s show an ever increasing vol- 
ume of traffic. ‘The shinning season 
of 1921 was a record for the port 
of Montreal, dys'-@ which a total of 
$07 trans-Atlantic -toomers, regist- 
ering a tonnare of 2,498,494 tons, 
prvived at and s'oomed out of the 
great harbor. This was 105 vessels, 
G: 656.456 tons over the highest 
previous record, made in 1919, 1.21 
nso showed a large increase in the 
roumber of vessels trading from 
fontreal to the Maritime Provinces 
‘and Newfoundland, a total of 157 
ghins registering 293,462 net tons, 
The trans Atlantic vessels came un- 
der many flags. British, Norwegian, 
American, Italian, Dutch, French, 
Swedish, Greck, Jugo-Slav, Spanish, 
Finnish and Icelandic, in addition to 
those on Canadian register. 

{he profession of pilot on the St. 
Lawrence is therefore very import- 
ant,’as it is to these pilots that route 
with its-rapidly increasing traffic 
depends for its reputation as to 
safety. There are fifty licensed 
pilots between Montreal and Quebec 
‘and sixty-two between Quebec and 
Father Point. The taking on of the 
pilot always is a picturesque inci- 
dent to the ocean traveler and brings 
an interested crowd to the ship’s

soldiers «f fortune who fought in 
the Army of the French King, and 
perhaps formed one of the Scots 
Guard which became famous in the 
days of Louis the Eleventh and plays 
an important part in Sir Walter 
Scott’s romance of Quentin Dur- 
ward. 

The Plains of Abraham are named 
from the grant of land which Abra. 
ham Martin received from Samuel 
de Champlain in 1617 at the time of 
the settlement of Quebec, Louis 
Hebert, the most famous of the first 
co’onists of Canada, received a grant 
of land alongside at the same time. 
Abraham Martin undoubtedly culti- 
vated his own farm, but apparently 
was also a carpenter and took suffi- 
cient interest in shipping to get the 
SDpolnTmene of King’s Pilot, 

he Canadian Pacific Railway, in 
view of its great steamship inter- 
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ests, has decided to erect a simple 
but artistic Memorial to Abraham 
Martin, which has been designed by 
Henri Hebert, the well known 
French-Canadian Sculptor who is 
connected with the original Louis 
Hebert, and thus is particularly fit- 
ted to design the Memorial. This is 
to be made of granite and shows a 
pillar crowned by a giobe of the 
world, supported by thistles. Carved 
in low relicf is the Lily of France 
rising out of the sea, The inscrip- 
tion is in both French and English, 
the latter reading:—

Abraham Martin

They are found usually in 
cracks around the roosts and nests and 
will be readily detected upon examina:

when the fowls are on the roosts, the 
mites may readily be ‘seen issuing 
from the cracks and running long the 
roosts, The only method of control is 
thorough cleaning and disinfecting of 
the premises, Remove all droppings, 
litter and necting material, scrape and 
sweep out every particle of dirt, and 
give the house a thorough soaking 
with a good strong disinfectant, fore- 
ing it by means of a spray pump into 
the cracks. Whether mites are known 
to be present or not, the roosting and 
nesting quarters should be treated 
weekly during the summer, since the 
mites breed very rapidly during the 
hot weather. Ordinary coal ofl will 
kill mites, but as it evaporates quickly 
its effects are -not lasting. A good 
disinfectant mixture may be made by 
adding crude carbolic to the coal oil,
